This week's "Akhir Sa'a" carries an interview 
with Abdul Khaliq Hassouna by Wagih Abu Dhikri 
(his interview last week with Ahned Shukeiri I 
reported in my letter 1074/65 of January 23). 

Points nade by Hassouna included the following. 

2. Jordan Waters 


Lebanon was executing the resolutions of 
the Arab Summit Conference: no attention should 
be paid to the Lebanese press. Work was going on 
on the Hasbani. Hassouna had also seen work in 
progress on the Banias. Jordan had begun 
preliminary works on the Mukhaiba Dan. By the 
end of 1967 the Arabs would be benefiting from the 
flood-waters of the Jordan tributaries; originally 
it had been planned that work would be completed 
in 1966, but the building of the Mukhaiba Dan 
would add a whole year.

Finance 


"I can say that there is one country with which 
wo are coning to an agreement about the method of 
paynent - whether in cash or in kind. Once agreement 
has been reached on this, all the Arab countries will 
have fulfilled their obligations to the Arab League, 
the Unified Command, and the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation." 


k. Arab Foreign Policies 

Among the policies agreed at the First Arab 
Summit was that the relationship between the Arab

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countries and foreign countries should depend upon iIfer^^ 
attitude to Arab causes, particularly the cause of Palestine. 
This would apply to Germany, whose supplying of arms to 
Israel would be taken into account. 



The Arab League would have offices in Dakar, Accra, 
Lagos, Addis Ababa, and Nairobi, as part of their efforts 
to stop Israel's infiltration into Africa. 

6. The Occupied South 

"Frankly, I have my own opinion on this. It is 
that all the bodies engaged in the struggle in the Arab 
South should first unite their efforts and agree on a 
charter; thereafter the Arab League Council could 
decide how to offer aid to the united revolutionaries."
